WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—To in­ 
sure against loss or theft of Liberty 
Bonds, owners are being urged by the 
Treasury to have their coupon bonds 
registered, although the 
procedure 
results in a great amount of work 
and expense for the government now 
that the number of bond owners runs 
above thirty millions. The registra­ 
tion can be arranged, at most banks, 
and is done without cost to the own­ 
er. 
After registration, if a bond is 
accidentally lost, stolen, or destroy­ 
ed, the government will pay it at ma­ 
turity just the same, 
and • interest 
checks will be mailed to the bond 
owner twice a year without requir­ 
ing him to go to the trouble of clip­ 
ping coupons and presenting them at 
a bank. 
‘The fact that bonds of the First 
Liberty Loan or bonds of the Second 
Liberty Loan 
are 
converted 
into 
bonds bearing higher rate of interest 
does not affect the dates on which 
interest is payable,** explains a treas­ 
ury announcement. 
Interest is paid on bonds of the 
first loan, regardless of whether they 
have been converted, on June 15, and 
Dec. 15; on bonds of the second loan, 
May 15 and Nov. 15; 
Third Loan, 
March 15 and Sept. 15; Fourth Loan, 
April 15 and Oct. 15. 
The Treasury also* explains that 
owing to the mechanical difficulties 
of preparing 
millions 
of 
interest 
checks on registered bonds, coupon 
bonds will not be exchanged for reg­ 
istered bonds or registered bonds 
or registered bonds transferred on 
the books from one owner to another, 
during a month before an 
interest 
paying date of each particular loan. 
For example, exchanges 
or 
trans- 
I fers can not be arranged for First 
Liberty Loan bonds between May 15 
and June 16; and between Nov. 15 
and Dec. 16. For the Second loan, 
these dates would be April 15 to May 
16; and Oct. 15 to Nov. 16. For the 
Third loan, Feb. 15 to Mar. 16; and 
Aug. 15 to Sept. 16. for the Fourth 
Loan, Mar. 15 to April 16; and Sept. 
15 to Oct. 16. 
This arrangement is explained by 
the Treasury as follows: 
"During any 
period 
when 
the 
transfer books for any particular loan 
are closed no transfers of registered 
bonds of such loan or Interchanges of 
registered and coupon bonds of such 
loan will be permitted, but if

OFFICIAL VOTE IR 


STATE ELECTION 


OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Nov. 
22.— 
With receipt today of the Tulsa coun­ 
ty vote, final official returns of the 
election of Nov. 5 reacned the State 
Election Board. J. B. A. Robertson, 
Democrat, for 
Governor, 
received 
104,132 votes; H. G. McKeever, Re­ 
publican, 82,865, and P. H. Nagle, 
Socialist, 7,438. 
The woman suffrage question re­ 
ceived 106.909 votes for and 81,471 
against. 
Attorneys representing the Anti­ 
suffrage Association of the State ap­ 
peared before the Board this evening 
and filed formal protest against the 
state election board making any de­ 
claration of the result on the suf­ 
frage question. 
It is claimed that 
there is not enough data at hand to 
declare the proper total vote of the 
election, which would be necessary 
before the silent vote could be de­ 
termined, which is an important fac­ 
tor in determining the status of the 
suffrage question. 
The silent vote 
would count against it. 
Members of 
the election board this evening said 
they would place the matter in the 
hands of the Attorney General and 
seek his advice as to how to pro­ 
ceed. 
It is anticipated that in order 
to definitely determine the total vote 
in the election it may be necessary 
to open boxes of every precinct in 
the state, and this would require a 
court order. 
Election board officials this eve- 
nig did not know what would be the 
next step in the matter, except that 
ley would seek advice from the 
Attorney General.

LONDON, Nov. 22.— (Correspond­ 
ence of the Associated Press).— “The 
Great Power Idea” as represented by 
Foreign Offices must he done away 
with if the proposed League of Na­ 
tions is to be a success. H. G. Wells, 
the novelist and publicist, 
told 
a 
large audience at the American offi­ 
cers' Club. 
A League of Nations, he said, was 
in accord with human nature and the 
spirit of nationality, and it was not 
opposed even 
to 
what 
Americans 
would call,the “king business.” But 
the Great Power idea would have to 
be exercised if mankind was not to go 
down in bloodshed and ruin. 
The Great Power idea, he explain­ 
ed, was thht each state was in con­ 
flict with all other states, and it ab­ 
solutely opposed the idea of the com­ 
mon welfare of man. 
‘‘It was only a little more active in 
Berlin,** he asserted,” than in the 
other capiatals of Europe.
